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Pope Paul warns: 


Renewal, not repudiation 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Renewal is a beautiful word and may have 
excellent uses, but it can also conceal “a perilous equivocation,” Pope 
Paul VI told a general audience. 


“It is a happy word, renewal,” he said. “Even the Holy Year has 
adopted it. It is used by everyone, in all fields: laws, customs, ways 
of thinking and of living. It is applied to culture, art, social structures 
. ..Everything must be new, everything must be renewed. 


“Clearly it is a law of life. Life is continual newness: breath, the 
beating of the heart, the following of one day upon another and of 
one season upon another.” i 


_ From such observations, the Pope continued, stems an “obsessive” 
idea of progress. 


“Everything must change, everything must progress. Evolution 
seems to be a law that frees. : 


“Tow there wiust We mach tenth in this ontlpnk and Lee sand 
That is, because even in the moral and religious field a tension toward 


further development. ..spurs us to greater perfection.” 


But he warned: “We must take care not to fall into a perilous equivo- 
cation. Renewal can mean many things. It can mean repudiation of 
values which cannot be renounced... 

‘Renewal can mean change, conversion, metanoia (change of heart). 
That’s fine. But not every change is good and useful. Man has a herit- 
age he cannot renounce: life. The Christian possesses a fortune he 
cannot neglect: the faith.” 

Pope Paul then made the point: “The renewal of which we are speak- 
ing cannot be reached through the loss of the very heritages that ren- 
der it possible. 

“Rather it is reached through the tenacious defense of these herit- 
ages, and by sagely taking the lid off the healthy energies they contain. 
In this sense, you cannot be progressive without being conservative.” 


Accept Christ AND Church 


VATICAN CITY (RNS) — Pope Paul VI urged Catholics to remain 
faithful to the Church that Christ “founded on Peter,” insisting that 
a person cannot truly accept Christ while rejecting his Church. 


Addressing pilgrims and tourists in St. Peter’s Square on the Feast 
of Saints Peter and Paul (June 29), the Pope said that St. Peter, as 
“the first vicar of Christ,’ was placed at the head of Christ’s Church, 
“the workshop of our salvation.” 


Observing that “many people today are inclined to say, ‘Christ, yes. 
We accept Him; but the Church, no,’ ”’ the pontiff asked: 


“By what historical, evangelical, or charismatic authority can they 
make such an assertion? How can they remain with Christ and in 
Christ and at the same time lay aside or disregard the bond of unity 
with him? 

“Let us humbly and faithfully remain united with Peter, and we shall 
be united with Christ’s Church, and so, with Christ and the divine 
life. that comes through him alone.”

Dr. Schmid fears precedent 


School aid ruling ‘appalling’

THE SUPREME Court 
decision against tax credit 
state aid for parents of 
private school children was 
condemned as “appall- 
ing... frightening... alarm- 
ing?” by? Dre H: Giles 
Schmid, diocesan school 
superintendent. 


Referring to the court’s 
decision of June 25 declar- 
ing income tax credits 
unconstitutional, he said 
this “is much more than ‘un- 
sympathetic’ and economi- 
cally ‘unfair’ as has been 
already stated. 


“The logic underlying the 
decision is frightening in its 


- potential application for 


the state suppression of 
many practices we now 
hold legitimate under our 
Constitution. 


“THE TAX CREDIT law 
was declared unconstitu- 
tional because it has a 
‘primary effect that 
advances religion.’ This isa 
new interpretation of the 
Constitution and makes 
possible further decisions 
declaring unconstitutional 
all public educational prog- 
rams that advance the Civil 
behavior on any other basis 
than ‘health’ or ‘neighbor- 
liness.’ 


“Any mention of ‘moral 
behavior’ in public educa- 
tion now seems unconstitu- 
tional since morality is a 
concept of religion. Even 
the Pledge of Allegiance 
seems now _ unconstitu- 
tional since it advances the 
religious heritage of our 
nation.” 


Dr. Schmid called for 


legal action “challenging 
this new interpretation of 
the Constitution which for- 
bids advancing of religion. 


“IT SEEMS incredible 
that the First Amendment 
which prohibited establish- 
ment of a denomination as 


the official religion of the ~ 


land is now being used to 
suppress effectively relig- 
ion in our nation.”

Ex-Marine makes a personal commitment to Third World

FOR AN EX-MARINE 
who fought in Vietnam, just 
raising funds in the diocese 
for missionary work is not 
enough. He feels more 
should be done for needy 
people across the oceans. 


“We’ve detached  our- 
selves from people who are 
hungry because they’re so 
far away,” says Ray Sigrist, 
28, originally from St. 
Brigid’s pé-ish, Pacific 
Beach. 


“Affluent nations which 
can afford it are not doing 
enough for Third World 
people... And I feel 
uncomfortable being inter- 


viewed because what I’m 
doing is no sacrifice.” 


THE IMPRESSION Sig- 
rist leaves is that of a 
dedicated Christian who 
feels people are not doing 
enough to help other 
people and that people are 
more important than 
“things.” 


He has been working with 
Father Anthony Chylewski, 
diocesan director of. the 
Society for the Propagation 
of the Faith, and with 
Catholic school children in 
mission fund-raising, 
recreation and other prog- 
rams. 


But he is putting this 
behind to take a more 


active, personal role in mis- 
sionary life. He leaves July 
15 for Tamale, Ghana, as a 
volunteer from the Lay 
Mission-Helpers Associa- 
tion of Los Angeles. 


“I BECAME interested in 
the association at the San 
Diego State Newman 
Center when I was part- 
time student after return- 
ing from Vietnam,” he said. 
“I offered to serve with it 
and with Father Anthony’s 
encouragement and recom. 
mendation I was accepted.” 


Sigrist will teach English 
and literature to high 
school students at the 
White Fathers’ St. Charles 
junior seminary in Tamale. 
“They send you where 


you’re .needed most and 
where they can use your 
qualifications and experi- 
ence.” 


He has finished a nine- 
month orientation program 
at the mission association’s 
Los Angeles center. “We 
become familiar with the 
customs and culture of 
countries where we serve. 
We also get a chance to 
deepen our personal 
spirituality and study Vati- 
can II documents.” 


FOR ABOUT 10 months 
Sigrist, who has a degree in 
psychology; was a coun- 
selor at the half-way house 
in San Pedro for patients 
discharged from mental 
health institutions. He 
served 18 months in Viet- 


nam during a three-year 
Marine enlistment. 
Recently two women from 
this diocese completed six 
years of service as Lay 
Mission-Helpers in Malawi, 


Central Africa — Marcia 
Messmer and Lorene 
Homan, both medical 
technologists. 


The association, founded 
in 1956, sends volunteers 
from all walks of life to 
underdeveloped countries, 
relieving priests and sisters 
for more spiritual tasks.

Those bells during Mass 


Father John R. Domas is the pastor of St. Fran- 
ces Xavier Cabrini church, Crestline. In his par- 
ish bulletin he recently enlarged on a topic 
explored in Answer Please! (SC May 31) — just 
how important are bells during Mass? 


Michael Newman’s column, A time to keep, 
will return to page 4 next week. 


In the old order of the Mass, the ringing of bells 
served the practical purpose of calling attention to 
the high points of the Mass. Under the new order 
of the Mass, some say the ringing of bells would 
serve only to give the altar boy something to do. 


I would agree that the matter should be no big 
deal. Yet, I like to philosophize on trivia. 


I recall years ago the lady who challenged me that 
Mass was said differently here than in the Midwest. 
I bristled, for those were the days that we boasted 
of our uniformity. 


She said that where she came from, when the 
priest walked out the sacristy door, the boy would 
ring the bell for the people to stand up. Here we 
didn’t do that. 


Also there was the man who said priests said Mass 
differently because some took greater or lesser 
amounts of wine and water. The more superficial 
some things are, the more apparent and more 
important they are to many people. 


Warning bell 


The bells were rung during the silent parts of the 
Mass when even those people who did try to follow 
the Mass might be unaware of the moment of consec- 
ration and have their heads buried in their missals 
at the time of the elevation. 


With the Mass prayers being read aloud, the bells 
are a distraction from what is being said and a 
hindrance to joining in the recitation or singing, for 
example at the Holy, Holy, Holy. 


However, at the elevation I like the ringing of the 
bell. Why? Partly out of nostalgia. The gentle ringing 
of the little bells that carry throughout even a big 
church, emphasizing one of the few silent moments 
remaining in the Mass, is something Id hate to lose 
just yet. 


Kind of acclamation 


The new order of the Mass lists various “ac- 
clamations” scattered throughout the Mass. Ringing 
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the bell right after the consecration is a kind of 
acclamation of what still must be considered one 
of the high points of the Mass. 


With some parishes using tambourines to accent 
the singing of certain hymns, I can see no harm in 
using a bell to accent a high point of the Mass. In 
these days of pluralism we should look for ways to 
make a happy blend of the traditional and the con- 
temporary. 

In the old days we were warned against anything: 
smacking of the theatrical. This is not quite the case 
today. 


But it has long been a device of the theater to use 
a drum roll, trumpet blare or organ crescendo and 
the like to emphasize some stage action. 


Whatever may be felt about the good taste of some 
of these devices at Mass, the gentle ring of a bell, 
large or small, cannot be called over-theatrical or 
schmaltzy. - 


I hope I’m keeping these thoughts on a light key. 
Part of the spirit of these times is not to make a 
big deal of small matters. 


Then there were chimes 


I remember in the old days the use of chimes, 
whether struck with a mallet or rung electrically, 


was considered “‘non-liturgical” by liturgists. Some _ 


insisted their use was forbidden by Canon Law. 


At the same time it became a matter of prestige 
to have a set of chimes to be rung during Mass. 


Pastors who were purists would not be put on the 
spot by some “pillar of the parish’ insisting on 
donating a set of chimes the pastor didn’t want. 
Foolish as it all may appear, it is still with us. 


Communion rail, too 


There was the person amazed that I had not yet 
torn out the Communion rail. The presence or 
absence of the rail is not going to make or break 
“community.” 

Others are concerned about the size and color of 
the altar breads consecrated at Mass. In my day, a 
silver chalice with an ivory node was “in.” Today 
it is “in” to have a pottery chalice.

Public opinion 


It is always difficult — if indeed possible — to 
legislate adequately in the area of morality. 
It is one thing to state explicit principles, but 
another to legislate their specific application. 


If endless qualifications are to be avoided, the 
interpretation of broad rulings must be left 
to the lower courts. Despite the Supreme 
Court decisions clamping down on pornog- 

_ raphy, there remain large areas of vagueness. 


While making it easier for prosecutors to act to 
curtail the exhibition, sale, transportation 
and distribution of hard core pornography, it 
seems unlikely that the decisions will have 
any effect upon soft-core publishing. 


It is a significant step in the right direction, but 
until issues of Playboy and Penthouse are 
removed from grocery and drug store shelves, 
it cannot be counted a major advance. 


Public opinion is still the most effective weapon 
in the campaign against pornography. Hope- 
fully, now the wedge is driven, public persis- 
tence may strike it all the way to prohibit pub- 
lic display of such materials.

be light shining out of darkness,’ who 
has shone in our minds to radiate the 
light of the knowledge of God’s glory, 
the glory on the face of Christ’ (II 


Corinthians 4:6).

Patriarch of Babylon visits S.D.

PATRIARCH Paul 
Cheikho of Babylon, 
spiritual leader of 750,000 
Chaldean Rite Catholics, 
expressed hope for a Chal- 
dean parish in this diocese 
during a visit to San Diego. 


There are about 105 Chal- 
dean families in greater 
San Diego and a Chaldean 
Rite Mass is offered for 
them monthly in St. Martin 
of Tours church, La Mesa. 


Patriarch Cheikho, who 
administers his See from 
the ancient city of Bagdad, 
Iran, was visiting the only 
three Chaldean parishes in 
this country — Mother of 
God, Detroit; St. Ephrem, 
Chicago and St. Thomas the 
Apostle, Turlock, Calif. 


THE PATRIARCH, who 
last visited this country six 
years ago, said he saw a 
decrease in U.S. obser- 
vance of religious customs 
— something that has 
barely happened in his rite. 


The Chaldeans’ work 
under “good” conditions, 
he said. “There is a tradi- 
tional friendship between 
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the government (in Iraq) 
and the Church . And 
there are Muslims, Syrian 
Catholics, Syrian Orthodox, 
Armenian Catholics, Arme- 
nian Orthodox ... there is 
no difficulty. Relations 
with Jews are good, also,” 
he added. 


The Chaldean Rite, in 
allegiance with the Vati- 
can,. was formed about 72 
years after Christ’s death 
and has not changed much 
since then. Adherents are 
found in Iran, Iraq, the Ara- 
bian Peninsula, Lebanon, 
Syria and Turkey. 


MASSES ARE still 
offered largely in classical 
Aramaic, the language of 
Christ, and original lan- 
guage of the Chaldean 
Church. The language is 
taught in government 
schools. Mass_ readings, 
responses and _ homilies, 
however, are in the ver- 
nacular. 


Chaldeans are natives of 
the country of Abraham and 
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Patriarch Paul Cheikho 


descendents of the ancient 


- Babylonians and Assyrians. 


According to tradition, they 
received the Gospel partly 
from St. Thomas the Apos- 
tle on his journey to India. 
Greatest of the Chaldean 
saints was St. Ephrem, who 
wrote poems on the Mother 
of Christ and was called 
“the Lyre of the Holy 
Spirit.” The saint’s 1,800th 
anniversary was celebrated 
this year.

Jesuit lawyer examines court's impact 


. By Father Charles M. Whelan, SJ 
Law professor, Fordham University, N.Y. 


ON JUNE 25, 1973, the U.S. Supreme Court, after 
briefly invoking the assistance of God, struck down 
five programs of public assistance to education in 
church-related elementary and secondary schools. 


The court also served clear notice that it will 
strike down any program that contains the potential 
for massive subsidies, direct or indirect, for educa- 
tion in parochial schools. Any law whose “intended 
consequence is to preserve and support religion- 
oriented institutions” is unconstitutional. 


At the same time, the Supreme Court sustained 
two college aid cases, one involving construction 
loans and the other, loans to students. In both cases 
an attack was made challenging the constitutional- 
ity of the participation of church-related colleges 
in such programs. . : 


IN THE FIRST CASE, Hunt v. McNair, the court 
directly affirmed the constitutionality of the prog- 
ram. In the student loan case, Durham v. McLeod, 
the court dismissed the attack “for want of a sub- 
stantial federal question.” Three justices, Douglas, 
Brennan and Marshall, dissented from the disposi- 
tion of both cases. 


It is thus apparent that what we now have is basi- 
cally the same situation that we had two years ago. 
At that time the Supreme Court invalidated the 
Pennsylvania and Rhode Island elementary and sec- 
ondary school programs, but sustained the constitu- 
tionality of the participation of church-related col- 
leges and universities in the construction grants 
program of the federal Higher Education Facilities 
Act of 1963. 


There have, however, been some important mod- 
ifications of the rules laid down in the Lemon and 
Tilton decisions of 1971. Unfortunately, the court’s 
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invocation of God was brief, but its opinions in the 
latest school aid cases are very long. 


As a result, it is impossible at this time to describe 
these modifications fully, much less to be sure of 
their exact significance. Accordingly, I shall limit 
myself to the high, prominent points of the recent 
decisions, reserving a more detailed analysis for a 


‘later time. 


THE COURT HAS NOT outlawed all forms of pub- 
lic assistance to education in church-related 
elementary and secondary schools. Buses, books, 


health services, lunches and the traditional institu- 


tional tax exemptions remain constitutional. 


Justice Powell, author of the most important opin- 
ions of the court in these recent cases, explicitly 
and repeatedly rejects the contention that any law 
whatever that results in aid to church-related 
schools is automatically unconstitutional. He also 
took pains not to raise any doubts about the continu- 
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—Although the total amount of money involved 
was small, it could easily be expanded to provide 
massive subsidies for parochial school education. 


—There was no way for public schools, parents 
and students to benefit as well as private schools, 
parents and students. 


THE ODDS ARE overwhelming that any new prog- 
rams, whatever their form, that suffer from these 
same three flaws will not survive constitutional 
attack as long as Justices Douglas, Brennan, 
Stewart, Marshall, Blackmun and Powell, or any five 
of them, sit on the Supreme Court. 


Technical analysis of the Supreme Court’s reason- 
ing in the school cases is going to take considerable 
time. Scholars and experts will wrangle for a long 
time about many fine points. One doctrinal develop- 
ment, however, struck me forcefully on the first 
reading. 


The famous “no aid” sentences in the Everson 
busing case of 1947 have been reincarnated by 
incorporation into the “primary effect” test, the sec- 
ond of the three tests formulated by the court in 
the 1971 Lemon decision: 


CHIEF JUSTICE BURGER tried to provide decent 
burial in the Walz decision of 1970 for the absolut- 
ism of the Everson “no aid” doctrine. The burial,

ing validity of the earlier decisions, Everson and 
Allen, that had sustained the constitutionality of 
buses and books, or Walz, which upheld the tradi- 
tional property tax exemption for houses of wor- 
ship. 

The court has, however, added five more prog- 
rams to the casualty list of unconstitutional 
assistance to parochial schools. In particular, the 


‘court has invalidated both tax credits and cash 


reimbursements for tuition paid to parochial 
schools. 


THESE TWO PROGRAMS lost 6-3, with Chief 


Justice Burger and Associate Justices White and 


Rehnquist dissenting. Two cash reimbursement 
programs were before the court, and one was 
limited to low-income families. Both suffered the 
same fate as tax credits. 


In addition, the court struck down direct pay- 
ments to schools for “mandated services” such as 
testing and record-keeping and for the maintenance 
of health and safety facilities. The mandated ser- 
vices payments lost 8-1, with Justice White the lone 
dissenter. The maintenance payments lost 9-0, 
although Justice White indicated that he would 
have voted the other way if the Lemon decision of 
1971 were not now controlling. 

Although it is still too early to make an adequate 
technical analysis of the reasoning of the court in 
these cases, it seems reasonably clear that all five 
programs suffered from three fatal defects: 

—CATHOLIC SCHOOLS GOT the lion’s share of 
benefits. 
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however, has proven premature. The vampire has 
arisen from its grave and still seeks its prey. 


Justice Powell has tried to put a new dress on the 
doctrine to make it less frightening, but has not suc- 
ceeded. He says that the three-pronged test of the 
Lemon case is still valid. To survive the “No Estab- 
lishment Clause,” legislation must have a secular 
purpose, a primary effect that neither aids nor 
inhibits religion, and it must not engender exces- 
sive entanglement of the government with religious 
affairs. 

He then proceeds to say that all the legislation 
before the court had a valid secular purpose. The 
“primary effect” of the Pennsylvania and New York 
legislation, however, is to aid sectarian education 
at the elementary and secondary level. 


WHY IS IT “PRIMARY”? Because any “direct and 
substantial advancement of religion” is primary, 
regardless of what other effects the legislation has. 
In short, the court will not inquire into the relative 
importance of the many effects that such legislation 
has and is intended to have. It is sufficient for 
unconstitutionality that religion is a substantial 
beneficiary, direct or indirect, of the legislation. 


A second doctrinal development in- Justice 
Powell’s opinion is his reiteration of the “political 
divisiveness” argument first advanced in the Lemon 
decision of 1971. According to this argument, aid to 
education in parochial schools is unconstitutional 
because some churches are for it and some 
churches are against it. ; 


This is an incredible proposition, given the rest 
of the First Amendment (free speech, free press, 
free assembly, free petition of the government for 
the redress of grievances), but this is the second 
time that a majority of the Supreme Court has 
advanced it. : 


Justice Powell tries to soften the doctrine slightly, 
and to explain that the churches are free to speak 
out on public issues when they are not divided 
among themselves. His sugar is too weak, however, 
to disguise the castor oil. 

Other churches and religious organizations 
should pay very careful attention to what the Sup- 
reme Court is saying about religion and politics. 
This doctrine of “political divisiveness” is in no_. 
sense necessary for the court’s invalidation of the 
school aid legislation in question. Its potential is 
extremely dangerous to all churches and religious 
organizations. 


The primary argument on which the court has 
rested the invalidation of the five aid programs is 
the “effect” argument. This is not an advance on the 
“excessive entanglement” argument used in the 
Lemon decision; it is a parallel development. But 
what it means is aptly summed up in Justice 
Powell’s words: there is only a “narrow channel” 
between the “Scylla and Charybdis of effect and 
entanglement.”

Be loyal, honest and true 


AS WOMEN WILL, we were talking 
about... loyalty and the danger of 
elevating loyalty to a person or cause 
aboye objective moral values. 


The strange loyalties of anti-social 
“families” or communes engaged in 
criminal activities yet fiercely bound 
together — the substitution of loyalty 
to some power figure, for ethical stan- 
dards — seems to belong more to the 
animal world than human. 


Even the wild dogs of Africa display 
this form of “loyalty” within the pack. 
But it is based more on self- 
preservation and survival of the 
species than constancy of disposition! 


Of itself, loyalty is a most desirable 
quality. No one would wish to deny 
the value of family bonds, of loyalty 
to one’s country, to caste or principle. 
The word itself equates with fidelity, 
constancy and love. 


But like fidelity, constaney and 
love, its meaning often escapes us and 
we attribute to it elements of baser 
qualities. 


Is it loyalty, for instance, which 
drives a person to singlemindedly fol- 
low a leader — a public figure ofsome 
kind — -head of an organization or 
government, whose course comes into 
conflict with established laws, civil 
and moral, and leads to a compromise 
of integrity? 

Or is there some other incentive, 
some need to belong, to feel safe, to 
be less alone and more accepted, or 
perhaps, simple human greed for 
advancement? 


Was it loyalty to the Church which 
sent men to follow the Crusades or 
feed the fires of the Inquisition — or 
was there some other, darker force at 
work? 


Loyalty is never a blind, unthinking 
attachment. It may be a ranging of 
oneself beside someone or something 
for which we feel unity of identity and 
purpose. It is always a gift, freely 
given. 


Like love, loyalty is not something 
to be bestowed and withheld at will. 


Like love, it is a development of soul, 
‘of personality, a capacity which grows 
in expression. It is a quality of self- 
donation. 


Nor does it imply unchangeability. 
Sometimes loyalty to principle and 
truth may lead to what appears to be 
disloyalty of conduct. : 


We may hang for treason a man who 
acts sincerely — in loyalty to princi- 
ples upheld in the constitution of the 
country — but contrary to some 
expedient law. 


Sincere loyalty to Christian belief 
may preclude us from taking up arms 
in its defense. Loyalty to what is best 


in a friend can inhibit our support of — 


him in some circumstances. 


A husband may angrily accuse his 
wife of ‘disloyalty’ when she does not 
support him in some action he has 
taken or proposes to take. And no 
amount of explanation will convince 
him that her loyalty to him remains 
inviolate — but she simply believes 
him to be wrong! 


It is quite possible to be loyal to 
more than one cause at a time, more 
than one person. God forbid that it 
should be otherwise! It is also possi- 
ble to be loyal without condoning, to 
be loyal even in opposition. 


A man who protests a war in which 
his country is engaged is not neces- 
sarily disloyal. It may be that genuine 
loyalty to his country will not permit 
him to support what he believes to be 
wrong. 


We cannot demand total, uncritical 
acceptance of all we are or do under 
the banner of loyalty. Loyalty is not 
permissive, and to support what we 
believe to be wrong or injurious, even 
immoral, is simply to lie — to our- 
selves and to others. © 


Our loyalty is always, first and 
foremost, to truth, to what is good, to 
what is best in all of us. It is the recog- 
nition of that goodness and our ack- 
nowledgement of its presence. We 
owe no loyalty to evil or falsehood, in 
whatever guise it appears.

Talking Point 


Churches seen responding 
to social, cultural forces 


EVENTS OF immediate and long-range sig- 
nificance to religion burst on the scene like 
a geyser in the first half of 1973. 


The January Vietnam cease-fire was fol- 
lowed by the Supreme Court abortion ruling. 
The POWs returned — and Indians took over 
Wounded Knee. Then came Watergate. And the 
continuing struggle over captial punishment. 


The year opened with burgeoning con- 
troversy over the role of evangelism in a 
pluralistic society, with focus on the Key 73 
evangelistic campaign. 


DURING THE SIX months, unprecedented 
attempts were made to interpret and-question’ 
the nation’s “civil religion” — that blending of 
patriotism and piety. The charismatic (or Pen-- 
tecostal) movement continued to mushroom. 
The Supreme Court restricted aid to private 
schools, but opened the door for an anti-smut 
campaign. The amnesty debate intensified. 


Few top religion stories came from 
ecclesiastical decisions. The events holding 
center stage — and to which the Churches 
responded — were dedicated by political, 
social and cultural forces, offering a reminder 
that the late theologian Paul Tillich said it is 
only proper that organized religion take its 
agenda from the world. 


There were, of course, some important 
Catholic occasions and issues. The 40th Inter- 
national Eucharistic Congress in Melbourne 
drew 30,000 participants and had strong 
ecumenical dimensions. 


FRENCH CATHOLIC bishops issued a bold 
document urging Christians to recognize the 
rights of Jews to a separate political existence. 
Premier Golda Meir became. the first Israeli 
head of state to be received by Pope Paul. 


In Spain the Catholic hierarchy called for 
greater Church independence from the state. 


-A new Revised Standard Version Common 
Bible, endorsed by Catholic, Protestant and 
Orthodox officials, was published. 


AND DEBATE WENT ON over the role of « 
women in the Church. The Pope named a 25- 
member commission to consider the issue, 
although the panel was not empowered to deal 
with the question of women ministers. 


Despite these ecclesiastical developments 
much of the focus was on fast-breaking socio- 
political situations — in troubled Northern 


Ireland, the stalemated Middle East, crisis - - 


filled Latin America, restructuring Pakistan, | 
and famine-ridden regions of Africa and India. 


The United States, which seemed involved 
in all the world’s problems, had some chal- 
lenges uniquely its own. 


ONE OPTION advanced early for meeting 
challenges was evangelistic revival. Numerous 
Protestants and Catholics became involved in 
Key 73, which seeks to confront individuals 


- with the Gospel and to call the continent to 


Christ. Many Jews, however, saw the effort as 
a threat to Judaism. ; 


The growing charismatic movement stresses 
personal faith as the foundation of meaning 
and fellowship. More socially oriented than 
the traditional Pentecostal groups, it protests 
what it sees as the formality and rigidity of 
many established Churches. 


Charismatic fervor in many instances 
seemed to bring renewed devotion to Christian 
traditions, as indicated when 22,000 attended 
the annual international conference at Notre 
Dame in June. Soon after, however, Pope Paul 
cautioned Catholic charismatic groups against 
loosening ties with the hierarchy or the 
Church. ; 


An enormously complex issue, abortion pits 
varying inherited moral and political stances 
against more recently honed views. Catholic, 
Eastern Orthodox, conservative Protestant and 
Orthodox Jewish opponents argue that easy 
access to abortion — as the Supreme Court 
ruling permits — threatens the sanctity of life 
and the social fabric. Pro-abortion advocates 
contend that the right of a woman to choose 
abortion is necessary to protect civil rights.

Christianity 
Today, an evangelical magazine, contended 
that Watergate shows much of the nation’s “pro- 
rofessed adherence to Judeo-Christianity 
ethics” is mere lip service insulting to God. 


In other developments, Archbishop William 
W. Baum succeeded retiring Cardinal Patrick 
O’Boyle of Washington, D. C. and Bishop James 
Rausch became general secretary of the U. S. 
Catholic Conference. 


THE U. S. SUPREME COURT returned to the 


‘ local community the right to define pornog- 


raphy — a decision which anti-pornography 
forces hailed as reversing a trend towards per- 
missiveness. 


The high court struck down income tax cre- 
dits to parents of private school children, as 
well as tuition reimbursements and aid for 
hon-teaching costs such as maintenance, test- 
ing and records.

WASHINGTON (NC) — 
The Vatican has extended 
for one year the experimen- 
tal marriage court norms 
which have been in use in 
the United States since July 
1, 1970. 


The 23 special norms 
have simplified and sped 
up the procedures for dea- 
ling with the annulment of 
marriage cases in U.S. 
Church courts. They were 
originally granted for three 
years on an experimental 
basis. Without the exten- 
sion they would have 
expired on July 1 of this 
year. 


The streamlined annul- 
ment procedures cut down 
on paperwork, shorten 
appeal and allow fewer 
judges to hear marriage 
cases. 


In the first two years that 
the new norms weve in 
effect, 1970-1971, the 
number of marriage cases 
that were opened in the 
United States more than tri- 
pled over the previous two 
years, and almost four 
times as many decisions 
were given. 


Many dioceses have 
reported that in the average 
marriage case it now takes 
only about half as leng to 
reach a decision as it did 
before the experimental 
norms. 


Some of the 23 norms 
dwell on minor points 
involving the courts or the 
functions of court officers. 
But the major steps, aimed 
at simplicity and speed in 
processing a case, include: 


—One judge, instead of 
the usual three to five, may 
handle a case if there is 
“grave reason.” 


—A definite time limit of 
eight months has been set 
for any one case to be com- 
pleted in a court of original 
jurisdiction. If a case moves 
up to appeals court, the 
time limit is an extra two 
months when no new tes- 
timony is involved and an 
extra seven months with 
new testimony. 


—The advocates (lawyers 
for one or both parties in 
the marriage case) have 
greater recognition and 
status before the tribunal. 


—The basis whereby a 
judge decides a case is 
shifted, giving major new 
weight to evidence from

Berrigan, in prison for a 
1968 destruction of draft 
records at the time of the 
alleged conspiracy, had 
been convicted by a jury on 
four counts of smuggling 
letters from the prison. 


Bishops oppose 
U. S. bombing 


In WASHINGTON, D.C. — 
the U. S. bishops’ commit- 
tee on social development 
and world peace has con- 
demned U. S. bombing in 
Cambodia as a violation of 
“traditional Christian prin- 
ciples.” 


Under these principles, 
the committee said, 
“weapons may not be used 


which are indiscriminate in 
their effects. It appears to 
us that the carpet bombing 
techniques used in Cam- 
bodia violate this principle 
in that it is difficult or 
impossible in practice to 
discriminate between com- 
batants and non- 
combatants.”

Leonard Bernstein gives 
Pope Paul ‘music lesson’ 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — 
“Ah, the American who has 
come to give us a music les- 
son. . . we thank you.” 


That was Pope Paul’s per- 
sonal and obviously heart- 
felt tribute to American 
Jewish composer- 
conductor Leonard Berns- 
tein at a special concert 
marking officially the 10th 
anniversary of the Pope’s 
election in 1963. 


Pope Paul, present 
among about 7,000 in the 
Vatican’s audience hall, lis- 
tened raptly to a twin-bill 
concert. As Bernstein con- 
ducted a mixed-70 voice 
chorus, Pope Paul listened 
without notes to the Latin 
words of Bach’s Magnificat, 
but during Bernstein’s own 
composition, the Chichester 
Psalms, sung in Hebrew, the 
Pope followed the text line 
by line. 


EARLIER the same day 
the Pope opened a new part 
of the Vatican Museum, 
dedicated to contemporary 
art from around the world. 
He led a select group from 
the famous Sistine Chapel 
to the wing, consisting of 55 
rooms. 


The Pope, who has long 
been a champion of modern 
art and its role in the world 


of religion, noted almost 
diffidently: “Perhaps not 
all visitors will share 
equally our happiness (with 
the new collection), but all 
will share our hope.” 


The collection and the 
space is a major event in 
the history of modern art. 
Although the new museum 
will not be open to the pub- 
lic until October, a preview 
has given veteran museum- 
goers the feeling that this is 
a happening of the first 
importance. 


CHARACTERISTICALLY: 


Pope Paul was humble in 
talking about. the new col- 
lection. He told his visitors 
he hopes it will contribute 
to a birth of “a new artistic 
tradition and to the convic- 
tion in the hearts of artists 
that the Catholic Church 
still, and as always, is a 
center of esteem, support 
and protection” for the 
world of art and creative 
man. 


With obvious enjoyment, 
Pope Paul followed the con- 
volutions of Bach’s render- 
ing of the Magnificat, Our 
Lady’s reply to the Angel 
who announced she was to 
be the mother of Christ.

JESUS. CHRIST SUPER- 
STAR — A phenomenon 
and a controversy before it 
ever came to the screen, 
and a phenomenon and a 
controversy as a film. 


As a rock oratorio, it sold 
millions of albums. As a 
stage production, it evoked 
awe — and controversy for 
its emphasis on the human- 
ity of Christ, virtually to the 
exclusion of his divinity. 


Now, along comes Nor- 
man Jewison’s film version. 
Those objecting to the 
earlier versions will object 
again. And those who 
grooved on Superstar 
before, will’ doubtless love 
it anew. 


Superstar — shot in Israel 
— makes little attempt at 
illusion (a bus unloads the 
cast in the first scene). With 
its young, attractive and 
talented cast — of all colors 
— the film is based on 
Christ’s last days on earth. 
And with its optical tricks, 
the film is visually and mus- 
ically exciting -— grand 
entertainment. 


If there’s any theological 
validity, it’s in the sincere 
if naive effort to tell the 
Christ story in contempor- 


ary terms. 


Certain interpretations 
will bring objections — 
Mary Magdalene as the con- 
fused flower child, Caiphas 
as a ruthless, jealous 
executioner, Judas as a 
radic-lib hero, who does not 
betray Christ but forces a 
confrontation between a 
new leader and the Roman 
establishment.
